before August 16, 1045, It is 
nerfeetly legal to make similar 
‘demanix for. premises erected 
after August 16, 1945, It sounds 
ridiculous, but that ts the mean- 
Ing of the Landlord and ‘Tenant 
Ordinance, which, under Sectlou 
3, sub-section (b) freea any pre- 
mises from the conditions of sthe 
Ordinanen ff they are: entirely 
new buildings constructed after 
August 10, 1945, All over tho 
Colony teday new domestic, pre- 
mises: aro springing up despite 
so-called shortaze of materials, 
‘dearth .of skilled labour and 
4 exorbitant building costs.

DOUBLE-PRONGED ia 

Todny's double-pronged attack 
wos the first by a regular army, on 
a major objective so far in ‘the 
Arab-Jewish” fighting. Thus far 
Arab casualties have been light, but 
the Legionnaires belicved «the 
Jewish losses were heavy after the 
severe softening-up bombardment 
this morning nnd the fierce street 
fighting after the Leglonnnires broke 
through the winding Nasashib! 
quarter where the Jews blocked the 
road with several wrecked vehicles. 

The Arabs turned mortar fire on 
positions from which the Jews were 
sending enfilading fire. 

The Legion's operation was 
thoroughly organised, Artillery bom- 
barded targets ..henvily. ‘and -aceur~ 
ately. The . Legionnaires mopped 
up swiftly and broke up concen- 
trations which might hnve become 
a counter-aottacking force. ~ 

COMPLETELY ENCIRCLED 

Legion troops were inside and 
around Jerusalem. The city is com- 
pletely envireled by repular and 
irregular. troops, the — frregulars 
pouring In from Transjordan and 
neighbouring Palestine villages. 
However, the irregulars of Faqzl cl 
Kawakjli's forces did not take part 
in today's nitack. They withdrew 
from thls arca yesterday In favour 
of the Legion. 

The forward clements . entered 
Sheikh Jarrah shortly before 10 a.m. ° 
Firing still continues Inside Jerusa- 
Jem,  Machineguns are’ stuttering 
and - shells -explode~occasionally “out 
among the hills.

T accompanied Legion Force Head-

Artillery and mortar bursts can 
be seen in various parts of Jeru- 
salem. Smoke curls up after ‘every 
bombardinent, A heavy artillery 
bombardment opened the Arub. as- 
sault, then Legionnaires swept into 
the city with their immedinte ob- 
Jectives softened up. 

They were. halted temporarily in 
the Nasashib! quarter by destroycd 
vehictes which blocked the route. 

As_ I write, the Legion com- 
mandant, leading the advance into 
Shelkh Jarrah, hos just been 
brought In wounded. There was a 
lull in the fighting while the Legion's 
striking force dug into newly-won 
positlons. 

After 8° ani. the Jewlsh fire 
slowed down: Arab artillery fire 
from the Mount of Olives and tho 
Nebi Samuel area’ then quictened’ 
for the first time since 4 o.m. 

Tt_ was but a briefedull, for then 
the Legionnaires: attacking from..the 
Mount of Olives broke into the city.
